Most flower seeds are more difficult to make grow than vegetable seeds, and the soil should be in 
perfect condition. For most flowers a rich sandy loam is best. The most satisfactory method is to sow 
the seed in a shallow box which has been filled with good soil containing a large proportion of sand; sow 
the seed thinly, and cover very lightly, to a depth of little more than the size of the seed. When the 
plants have attained their third or fourth leaves transplant to another box, giving them plenty of room, 
and when the weather has become thoroughly settled transplant to the bed or border where they are to 
remain. Give them plenty of room. It is better to have a half dozen good plants than a hundred weak, 
spindly plants. Allow space according to the size and habits of the plants. There is opportunity for a 
display of a great deal of artistic taste in the arrangement of the garden. Usually the taller growing 
plants should be placed in the background, the shorter ones in front, and the low-growing plants in the 
border; they should also be arranged according to whether they are annual or perennial, and especial con- 
sideration should be given to the colors.

Alfalfa is the best known forage 
plant for irrigated sections. Al- 
falfa is a deep feeder and will 
succeed well only in land that has 
a good proportion of potash and 
phosphoric acid, such as the lands 
of Eastern Washington, Oregon 
and the interior part of California. 
It is not necessary that the land 
contain nitrogen as the alfalfa 
draws this from the atmosphere. The tap. 
root of alfalfa will godown 10 or 15 feet and 
in some instances has been known to go as far as 50 or 60 feet. It is necessary that the 
alfalfa be grown on land that has good drainage, as if the tap root reaches a sub-soil on which water stands 
the plant will be drowned out. This accounts for the fact that it cannot be grown successfully as a rule 
west of the Cascades. It will probably succeed for one season or possibly two, then when the tap root 
reaches standing water it will die. The seed should be scwn from 8 lbs. to 15 lbs. to the acre. We 
recommend about 12 lbs. to the acre, for if sown to light the plants get large and the fodder is coarse. 
Do not sow until the ground is warm and there is no danger from frost. Alfalfa is a vigorous grower 
and yery hard to eradicate after it once gets a good start, but is a very tender plant the first year. The 
seed should be covered very lightly, and if it can be sown just before a rain it is not necessary to cover at 
all. The field should be free from weeds before sowing and if it is foul should be summer fallowed 
before sowing, as it will not pay to go to the expense of trying to establish a field of alfalfa on land that 
is full of weeds. The alfalfa should be sown without any nurse crop, as the young plants are very tender 
and are easily choked out by a nurse crop or a rank growth of weeds. The alfalfa should be cut when 
the plant is coming into bloom, as at that period it contains the highest amount of digestive food. A 
heavier yield may be obtained by waiting until the bud begins to form, but the stalks are then woody 
and less palatable. Care should be taken in buying alfalfa seed to see that it is of high grade and that 
it is guaranteed to be free from yellow trefoil and sweet clover. These are not worthless plants but the 


seed is only about one-third as valuable as that of alfalfa. The worst weed seed found’in alfalfa is dodder 
and this should be carefully avoided.

KENTUCKY BLUE GRASS 
(Poa pratensis). 

Kentucky Blue Gress is cne of the best known lawn grasses and is also valuable in the pasture lands 
of Western Washington and Oregon. In making a lawn Kentucky Blue Grass makes a good firm sod 
and can be sown either alone or in a mixture with other grass. It grows rather slowly at the start and 
_ there is, therefore, an advantage in mixing it with other quicker growing grasses. It is rather a shallow 

rooter and on lawns that are made on gravelly soil, high and dry, it is best to have some other grass with it. 
Many of the imported grasses, such as fne-leaved Fescue, and Creeping Bent, mixed with Kentucky 
Blue Grass add very much to the beauty of the lawn. Kentucky Blue Grass and White Clover can be 
sown together in about two-thirds of Blue grass to one-third of White Clover. The clover will come up 
quickly, making a fairly good lawn the first year and will protect the Blue Grass. After a year or so 
the Blue Grass will develop a solid turf and will gradually clean out the White Clover, leaving a pure 
Blue Grass lawn. For lawn purposes it requires about | lb. of seed to 300 square feet,and the heavier 
sowing the better lawn will be produced. Remember that in sowing a lawn the weeds and grass which you 
spade under stand a good deal better chance of growing than the seed which you are sowing, and it will, 
therefore, pay- you to keep the ground sprinkled and cultivated several months before sowing the lawn, 
thus getting rid of a good proportion of weeds that are in the soil. This is easier than pulling them out of 
the lawn afterwards. Blue Grass should be covered only very lightly. If buried too deeply it will not 
come up. The best way is to rake the ground, sow the seed on a very quiet day when the wind is not 
blowing, and then roll the ground. The rolling will cover the seed sufficiently without any breaking. If 
the seed is sown during the hot summer months it will be necessary to shade the ground somewhat with 
brush or excelstor. Do not use straw or hay that contains too many weed seeds. Kentucky Blue Grass 
for pasture should be sown about 20 lbs. to the acre. We would not recommend sowing it alone, but it 
is a very useful addition to pasture mixture.

Many people have a wrong idea in regard - 
to Canadian Blue Grass, thinking that it is the 
same thing as Kentucky Blue Grass, only grown 
in Canada instead of in Kentucky. Other people 
think that it is a worthless grass. 

Canadian Blue Grass is of the same general family as Kentucky Blue Grass, only it is somewhat 
different in habit of growth and in texture. The seed is almost identical with Kentucky Blue Grass—in 
fact one cannot tell the difference without a good glass. It is coarse and has a larger leaf than Kentucky 
Blue Grass and in a good many instances is more valuable. It makes an exceedingly strong turf, as it has 
extensive creeping root stocks. It is a more decided blue in color, has strongly flattened stem and lower 
habit of growth, and will grow in a great many varieties of soil and in many places where Kentucky 
Blue Grass will not thrive.

Seed should 
be sown in drills early in spring, and the plants 
transplanted when six to twelve inches high, the 
same as cabbages, may follow some early harvested 
crop and be planted as late as July. It should’ be 
given frequent shallqgw cultivation during the sum- 
mer to conserve the moisture. When wanted for 
use the plants should be cut close to the ground with 
an ax, and fed green. It requires a deep, mellow 

soil, moist but well drained, which cannot be too rich. It is a very heavy feeder and requires con- 
siderable fertilizer. For summer feeding, seed may be sown in the fall and transplanted early in the 
spring, being ready to cut during July, August and September; however, unless the land is irrigated, 
the yield will not be so great as that grown for winter use. Forty pounds of kale per day with twenty 
pounds of good hay, such as vetch and oats, fed in two portions, makes an ideal ration for milch cows, 
very little or no mill feed being needed.

This is an excellent and very the forage plant for green food for late summer. It produces 
‘a folder that is rich in feeding value and largely increases the flow of milk when fed to cattle. It 
should be sown during the month of June at about 5 to 10 Ibs. to the acre and can be sown as late 
as the last of July on a field that has had an early crop of potatoes removed. It may be sown broad- 
cast, in which case it would take about 10 Ibs. of seed.

First—Because it costs no more to plant, cultivate and harvest a full crop than it does a half crop. 

Second—If a crop is healthy and makes a vigorous growth, it is not nearly so apt to be troubled 
with insects and other pests.

PROFIT IN USING. 

Whether or not you use fertilizer, should depend on whether you can get more than a dollar’s 
worth of produce back for every dollar’s worth of fertilizer you use on the soil. If the fertilizer is 
used correctly, there is no question but what it will give the desired returns, but of course the soil 
differs and the requirements of the different crops differ, so that in order to get the biggest returns a 
grower must have more or less of an understanding of the fertilizer question. It is our object to sell 
fertilizer only to the man who would get returns and want to help every grower, and to give every 
grower information enough so that when he does use fertilizer, there will be a profit in using it. 

SOUR LAND. 

The farmers of Western Washington and Western Oregon should study this matter very closely 
because if any of the chemical fertilizers, such as muriate of potash or nitrate of soda, are used on 
the land that is sour, the result will be injurious instead of beneficial, but, by first sweetening the land, 
fertilizers can then be used to good advantage. To ascertain if the land is sour, you can test with 
litmus paper, which may be obtained from any drug store, and any druggist will tell you how to make 
the test, or you can send us a sample of soil and we will have it tested as to the acidity. In order 
to correct this acidity, use from 1000 pounds to a ton of stone lime per acre; do not use land plaster 
or gypsum for this purpose as it is stone lime that is required. One application of the stone lime should 
last for five years, but if the land again becomes sour, after three or four years a much smaller dressing 
of lime will make it all right. After the land is sweetened as above described you can use commercial 
fertilizer and get big results.
